~ Aclaim was submitted to 
the Albany City Council 
Monday night by Patrick 
M, Griffin, 1555 Sonoma 
Avenue, Albany. 

The claim is for Roto- 
Rooter Sewer Service pay- 
ment in the amount of $35.75, 
_and is dated December 11, 

1978. i 
That is the day a crew 
from Albany’s Department 
of Public Works was found, 
it is said, in the rear of Grif- 
fin’s property rodding out 
his sewer line. The crew, 
called off the job, did not 
complete the rodding to 
remove the obstruction, 
hence the hiring of the 
Roto-Rooter people. 
In his claim, Griffin 
states the ‘‘claim arises 
from the blockage of my 
sewer line by a City owned 
street tree on or about Dec. 
7, 1978. The blockage occur- 
red approximately five (5) 
feet into the City street, 
under the pavement.” 

Griffin stated in his claim 
that ‘‘the sewer pleckore 
problem was brought to the 
attention of Mr. Wong and 
Mr. Guletz, both of the Al- 
bany Public Works Dept., 
on or about Dec. 7, 1978. Mr. 
Wong advised me that the 
City policy in these matters 
was for the City to repair 
damage to sewer lines and 
sidewalks when caused by 
the roots of City owned 
street trees. Mr, Guletz ar- 
ranged for a City crew to 
repair the sewer blockage 
on Dec. 11, 1978, after I ag- 
reed to install a sewer 
“cleanout” at my own ex- 
pense (approx. $150).” 
“Although the City crew 
began work the morning of 
Dee. 11, 1978, they stopped 
work before completion 
after being visited by Coun- 
cilman Louis George. Mr. 
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Wong informed me an hour 
after the crew left that ‘the 
Council has called us off’.” 

‘Subsequently Roto- 
Rooter Sewer Service was 
called to complete the 
work.” 

Griffin said in his claim 
letter he had discussed 
“this matter several times 
with Mr. Guletz in an effort 
to resolve the matter short 
of filing this claim. On or 
about Feb. 16, 1979, Mr. 
Guletz informed me that he 
had finished researching’ 
the matter and could see no 
way of paying me the $35.75 
but to file this claim.” 

Payment of Griffin's 
claim could be the start of 
another major conflict in 
Albany. There are hun- 
dreds of other property 
owners who have called the 
various sewer clean-out 
services to have roots rod- 
ded and have paid the bill 
without so much as a 
whimper. 

The Griffin matter has 
been discussed at great 
length at the City Council 
meetings and has caused 
some bad feelings within 
the ranks of the City 
fathers. The mere fact the 
men were told to leave the 
Griffin property and not 
come back to finish the job 
is proof that there was no 
legitimate way the sewer 
could be rodded without 
digging w the major part of 
the line. The fact the Griffin 
property did not have a 
cleanout made it mandat- 
ory for the workers to dig 
up the area to find the line. 
As a matter of record, by 
his own admission, Griffin 
came off at less expense 
than a great many other 
roperty owners. The sewer 
ine had been dug up and 
exposed. What the charge 
would be if Roto-Rooter had 
to dig down and open the 
line prior to rodding is any- 
one’s guess. It is evident the 
charge would be substan- 
oan more than $35.75. 

The concenus of the 
Council is the claim is ill 
advised and should be 
borne by the propert 
owner, in this case, Patric’ 
M. Griffin

Students vie 
for annual 
B of A awards 


ALBANY — Albany High 
School and Peralta Com- 
munity Colleges students 
begin competition this week 
for $462,000 in cash awards 
in Bank of America’s two 
annual scholarship prog- 
rams.
